Is fast 
giving way, but , wo need not despair, 
fur China will ahvnys remain." said 
Dr. Kians Kang-liu when speaking at 
a. meeting of tho Sociological .Society 
last night in Strathcona Hall on the 
Clan System of China. 

"There are certain Institutions which 
are the corner stones of our civilisa- 
tion, for Instance, family life, church, 
and slato government. In China tho 
clan functions for all three," continued 
Dr. Klang. There tho family Is very 
much larger, for It includes the man, 
hia wife, his paj-cnts, grand-parents, 
younger brothers and sisters, as well 
as tho sons and daughters of his 
brothers. All the different families of 
the same surnania join together and 
form a clnn. All members of the Ba.ae 
clan inhabit tho samo village. 
Work Provided 

The head of the clan Is the father 
of the family and Is respected and 
obeyed as such. lie takes caro of the 
members ot his community, and is 
mor.^lly responsible for tlicm. A live- 
lihood is provider! for members by Its 
clan, and thus by mcan.s o: a public 
fund and public property, the neces- 
sity of providing for the unemployed 
Is token out of the hands of the Chin- 
ese Government. 

Every clan haa a public granaiT, 
and is obliged by law to store up 
enough gr.iin to List for threo famine 
years. If, however, the years have been 
prosperous, the grain may be sold, 
and other products ■ bought. Famine

He 
we: ' on to describe how Its orlslii 
may ho traced If^ tho Chureii, which 
in monastic days provided guest- 
houses for the accommodation of visit- 
ing 'Mendicants. Later the increased 
popularity ot travel demanded a sepa* 
ration of tho Inn from the Church, as ■>% 
an Indivldu.al organization, furnishing 
all tho romfort.-i "of a homo away 
from home." "Ono finds that an Eng- 
lish Inn still retains an agrorable cle- 
ment ot domesticity," declared the 
speaker. 

Historical Background 

Several examples ot tho earliest 
English inns were Illustrated by means 
of slides. A valuable spoclincn with 
an historical background l.s that of 
the "Angel's Inn" at Grantham, erec- 
ted In the 14th century. It was here 
that nichard the Third olgned thi) 
death warrant of tho Duke of Buck- 
lngha.-n. 

"The Stax Inn" at -Vlfi-eston la an- 
other fine example of the ancient 
English hostelery and dates from 1450. 
Its roof of stone slabs has a character 
of Ita own, while many relics ot medi- 
aeval craftsmanship to be found in 
the lounge. Still another religious 
houao Is the "Fox and Goose" in Suf- 
folk. Symbolic of tho mora peaceful 
lite of older days. .

The OJd Refrain 

It has been brought to our notice that 
in the pa.st week or two several things 
•which should have gone into the Daily 
have been omitted. Things which should 
have appeared in certain issues have been 
held over until they have lost their value.

It must be remembered that the Daily 
is fii'st, last and always a newspajser. As 
far as possible we lay out our front page 
with regard only to news-value. Adver- 
tising advances take second place. But a 
college paper must be a bulletin-board to 
a certain extent and this we recognize by 
devoting a column on the back page to 
"Notices."' Recently, to the chagrin of 
8ome of our predecep='^rs, there has l)een 
added a i^roup of small announcements 
with box heads sue!, as "Kevue Notes." 
: We ?iIr.o rehash certain front page ad- 
vances two or three times in order to give 
clubs and societies the publicity which 
they need, although the practice grates 
upon all true journalistic sensibilities. 

Sometimes it happens that on busy 
niglits the paper is "overset" with real 
news. On these occasions, things have to 
be left out which we know must distress 
the people who feel responsible for them. 
It can be argued that the night editor 
should know when his paper is full, and 
theoretically, perhaps, so he should, but 
with ten reporters to look after, two 
phones to answer, fifteen or twenty stor- 
ies to edit and several hundred details to 
I'emcmber, the man at the desk is sometimes 
so harassed that he loses track of how 
many columns are filled and how many re- 
main vacant. If in a situation like this an 
outsider appears in the office about eleven 
o'clock with a .long, hand-\vi-itten essay 
he stands a poor chance of getting more 
than a few lines. * 

Although after seven o'clock the Daily 
becomes strictly a newspaper; there is a 
time between one and two in the after- 
noon when it j-elaxes into a state closely 
;resembling a bulletin-board. At this time 
levery day the News Editor makes up a 
list of things to which he assigns report- 
er and to which he wishes the night editor 
io give special attention. This is when 
outsiders should make reservations for 
space. If it is impossible for them to 
come down to the basement of the Union 
themselves they can telephone or leave a 
note on the green Jetter-board in the of- 
fice. Over and over à"'""" ?" f 

we have begged and pleaded with club exe- 
cutives to work in co-operation with the 
Nev/s Eciitor and always our requests have 
bo'.n r'-zrc-avCzd. We feel that if more 
at:.; - 'on v.- .re pa'd to this noon-hour 
chec]:-up there would be less confusion 
and fewer complaints. Above all we beg 
those who wish to use the news columns 
for advances to bring in their copy before 
midnight. 

If this warning has no effect we may 
be forced to introduce a rule that no copy

Mineral pi-oeuctlun lit Cannila s-bywca si-ciiltr 
c.-Jlinn.slon during tlio dccadu Just closed than any 
oilier major branch ut industry. Tlie total oiitiml 
of Canadian mines was valued nt ?tT2,O0U.OOU In 
1021. This Increased to ii total of more than î,110,- 
000,000 In 19:9. The indu-stry shared the effects of 
U>o provalling buslnoKs doprcEKion and upcrationH 
durlne 1930 wero curtailed in many field!". As a 
whole, however, mlninK continued to progress and 
provided ono of the greatest stabilizing Influcnuun 
in business during: the year. New records worn esta 
bllshcd In both tho quantity and value of gold, 
petroleum and natural gaa produced, rrlccs for 
copper and zlno wore materially lower than In 1029, 
yet now qtmntlty records wcro established for these 
motals. Tho output of Bilvcr was nl.-o InerciiHed 
and was greater lli.an in any year since 1915. As a 
result ot tho decline In metal prices, tlio uggrcEatc 
valii« was less than in the provloias year, dropping 
to $276,850,000, This stands second only to tho re 
cord established in 1929 and Is nearly two million 
dollars greater than the total for 1928, tho record 
up to that time. A comparison of tlicso amount 
with the total for 1921 uhows tlio great advance 
made in minorai production during the decade. 
Further,^ the maintenanco ot such a high level ot 
production under tho adverse conditions of 1930 Is 
striking evidence of tho soundness and underlying 
strength ot Canada's mining Industry. 

The Canadian copi)cr-mlnlng Industry has de 
velopcd at a particularly rapid rate. Tire extraor- 
dinary demand during tho war resulted In greatly 
Increaacd production, tho total output amounting 
to nearly 119,000,000 pounds In 191S. In tho post 
war period, tlio output dropped to <3,000,000 poundB 
In 1922 but recovered rapidly. Increasing 100 per 
cent In 1923. Production made another great ad 
vance when It Increased from 1-)0,000,000 pounds In 
1927 to 206.000,000 pounds In 1928. Expansion con- 
tinued during 1929 and 1930, production reaching 
the record total of 301,000,000 pounds last year. The 
Increase in Quebec has been most pronounced dur- 
ing tlie past llirco years. Tho output in this prov 
Ince was only 3,120,000 pounds in 1927. Discoveries 
In tho Ilouyn district were rapidly developed and 
production amounted to approximately . 80,000,000 
pounds in 1930. In this eamo year, tho production 
of Britlah Columbia amounted to more than 9l,000,- 
000 pounds and that of Ontario to 127,600,000 
pounds. 

Until quite recently, pracUcally all tho copper 
produced in Canada was shipped out oC tho country 
for refining and Canadian manufacturers ot copper 
goods were forced to Import Uioir requirements of 
tho refined commodity. When tho industries were 
small, and both the production and tho consumption 
of copper in Canada Inconsiderable, such a condl" 
tlon was perhaps unavoidable. The rapid increase 
in mlno production In recent years lia.<! led tu tlic 
construction ot refining plants so that today Uie 
copper refineries of Canada, either opera ling or 
under construction, arc capablo of producing re- 
fined copper in excess of Canadian requirements. 
Tho most important project ot this kind is' tho re- 
finery at Copper Cliff, Ontario, which is jointly 
owned by the International Nickel Company, tho 
American Metal Company, the Consolidated Mining 
and Smelting Company and Ventures, bimUcil. Tliis 
refinery haa a capacity of 120,000 tuns of rcl'inod 
copper annually and went into operation last July, 
A copper refinery ia also under construction at 
Montreal East by Canadian Copper Ttctlncrs, Lilm- 
lt«d. This plant will have an annual capacity ot 
76,000 tons of refined copper and it Is expected that 
11 will be ready for operation during tho present 
year. It is being constructed primarily to refine tho 
copper produced by the Noranda smelter, but will 
also do cusloiii refining. Tho completion of this 
plant will bring tho total refining capacity of tho 
Cunociiun industry to 210,000 tons annually, as com- 
pared with a total production of cupper in 1930 of 
160,000 tons. It is exptultd, hov.-ever, that produc- 
tion will expand when inctul prices improve. There 
are also two plants in Canada, ono in operation 
and tho other under construction, for tho primary 
stages ot the fabrication of copper. In the future, 
tlierefoic. Canadian copper-using industries will 
have available as raw material an ample supply ot 
refined copper from purely domestic sourcea. 

Canada produces 90 per cent of the world's 
nickel and has proved deposits which arc estimated 
to bo sufficient for tho world's i ec|iiircineiila for 
many year^. In addition, there arc btill large re- 
serves awaiting development. Most of the nickel 
produced in Canada is deriv«d from tlio well- 
known nickel-copper deposits in the Sudbury dis- 
trict. From 830,000 pounds in 1SS9 tlio production 
of nickel increased to 92,500,000 pounds in 1918. 
After a. slump to 17,000,000 pouiidb in 1922, produc- 
liuii again expanded, reaching a record total of 
110,276,000 pounds, valijed at ^27,115,000 in 1929. 
Production foil off lost year, but stood higher than 
in any other year except 1929. 

In recent years tho producing companies have 
Inslllu.ted researclies to find , nc.vv ..u^es for the 
metal, Tho success attending their efforts accounts 
very largely for the marked incrcaso in production 
during tho pa.9t few years. Tho automobile industry, 
oloctrlca! machinery, cooking ulcnbils, uubmarlne 
cables and various nickel alloys uro all helping to 
absorb this increased output. Aitliough tho volume 
consumed in 1930 declined with lliat of other raw 
materials, llto past year witnessed an increasing 
diversltication of tho applications of the metal. The 
outstanding featuro of tho year was the rapidly in- 
creasing use of corrosion resistant steel of the nickel 
chromium type. It Is rather significant that, in a 
period of curtailed industrial activity, th» tonnage 
of alloys of this kind has steadily increased.' Thesa 
so-called "stainlées" alloys have been adapted to a 
muUlplicKy of uses. 

Consumption of nickel lor th* production of al- 
loy steels, thé backbone of the nickel industry, fell 
off substantially during 1930 bccauso of the radical 
curtailment in the production of automobiles. This 
decline was partly offset, however, by an Increase 
in tho use of nickel sleola by manufacturers of 
machinery for ela.ss-work!ng, sugar refining, road- 
building, Ri'ning. textile manufacturing and similar 
purposes. The use of nickel with cast li;on, after 
somo recession during tho earlier part of tho year, 
reached Ita 1929 level in tho lost quarter of 1930. 

Tho uacs l^or Monol metal have also boon expand- 
ed. This material Is boing titilized on .an increasing 
scale for Interior arcliileciural decoration. For some 
years it has been used for the service and handling 
cit food in packing houses, dairies, catctorina and 
for tiic large washing uiachiiics used by laundry 



companies. MoncI metal Is now being introduced 
into appliances serving a similar purpose In the 
private household. Itcsearches Into the uses of 
nickel arc still proceeding and It Is anticipated that 
tho consumption ot nickel in Its various forms will 
continue to expand. 

Tlie zlnp-niliilii^ liuiustiy of Can.ada lias recent- 
ly iiiado rapid strides, largely through the applica 
tlon of tho elcotrulytlc method of treating tho lead 
zinc ores of Urillsh Coluinblu. Tho metal iveovcrcd 
from Canadian ores wna estimated at nearly 200, 
000,000 pounds In 1S30, as lomparcd with ,iil,O0U,OUU 
In 1921 and CKOO.OOO pounds in 1313. Kroni an in 
slKnltlcant poHltlon, Cnniidii h.i.i advanced to the 
Hixili placo amongst tlio world producers of zinc 

In 1930 for the first time, gold production ex- 
ceeded two million ounces. Thin is more than double 
tho output ot 1921. There arc good prospects for 
further expansion us there aro still many develop 
mûnts pending, involving the Increaso In tho |)io- 
duclion c.Tiiaclty ot existing mines, and e.'cploratlon 
work la continuing in promising areas. Canada has 
bccomo an Important factor In the world'ti supply 
ot gold, her production having been exceeded, in re- 
cent years only by .South Africa and tho United 
States, The output in tho United ,Slalea has been 
falling off, and some lime ago. tiio forecast was 
made that by 1932 Canadian production would be 
greater tlinn that of the United Slates. Tho total 
ciuLput in the United Slates In 1030 Is ottlclnlly 
placed at 2,232,593 ounces. If tho production of the 
Phltlpplno Islands Is deducted from this total, how- 
ever, Canada already occupies second placo in gold 
production. 

Ontario mines, mainly in the Poreuplno and Kirk- 
land Lake areas produced 1,720.230 ounces or 82 per 
cent ot the total for all Canada. Quebec has been 
producing sold for many years, but until 1927 tlio 
production constated only ot tho small /tuantitios 
recovered In tb« treatment ot other ores. Important 
copper-gold deposits wcro discovered, however, and 
tho dovolopment work already completed gives pro- 
mise of m, substantial volume ot production. Tiic 
output increased from 8,000 ounces to nearly 139,- 
000 ounces, in 1930, Manitoba also gained prominence 
as a gold producer in 1928 with a total output ot 
nearly 20,000 ounces. This was Increased to over 
27,000 ounces in 1930. Brltlab Columbia and tho 
Yukon tei^rltory wero long important for their gold 
producUon. Britlah Columbia established a rocird 
ot more than '.'88,000 fine ounces In 1902, which was 
equalled only ir. 1913, This province now otandu 
second to Ontario is a producer with an output of 
163,300 ounces in 1930, Tho Tukon |iroductlon in 
1930 is estimated at more than 38,200 ounces. 

Coal stands first In valuo amongst Canadian 
minerals; in 1930 its value was $^3,000.000 and re- 
pretentcd an output of nearly 13 million tons. In 
both quantity and value, however, production was 
the smallest since 1923. Tho decreased activity in 
tho steel trade ot Nova Scotia and Cv>iitral Canada 
seriously affected coal production in Nova Ficoila 
and Central Canada seriously affected coul pro- 
duction In Nova Scotia, and in tlia Wu*t prulucllon 
was reduced largely as a result of the ati.:i'ca4e'l u-- 
qulrements of tho railways. Many minej v,ere doted 
down during tho summer and autumn months and 
later operations wore resumed on a part timo bii^is. 
In order to encourogo tho sht^ent^^AVostera cjal 
to Manitoba and Ontario, spociarTr^iit ratoj were 
put into effect during tho winter, 

Tho production ot crude petroleum is assum- 
ing greater importance each year. In the last three 
years, the quantity and value have both been troblod, 
tho 1930 output amounting to 1,500,000 barrels 
valued at $0,120,000. Alberta now produces the major 
part ot the Canadian output and has accounted for 
tho expansion shown during the past few years. 
The Turner Valley is the principal field and pro- 
duces a wet gaa from which a very high grada of 
crude naptha is separated. Development work is 
steadily proceeding and extensive drilling opera- 
tions are being caiTied on. During the past year 
twenty-five n«w wills were brought in. The out- 
look for Increased'productlon is encouraging as this 
field is still in tho early stages of developnient. The 
production of natural gas has also greatly expanded, 
Increasing in value from 11,360,000 in 1910 to $10,- 
661,000 In 1930, Tho output last year amounted to 
nearly 80,000,000 thousand cubic feet. New recorda 
were established for both quantities and value, 

Canada ranks fourth amongst ths producers of 
lead In tho world, with ■ total output of 330,000.0000 
pounds. This was greater than tho amount produc- 
ed In 1929 and stands second only to the quantity 
record established in 1928. Lead is obtained in Can- 
ada largely from' the deposits in British Columbia. 
Ontario also produces some lead and recent dis- 
coveries in tho Budbury area have disclosed largo 
bodies of lead-zinc ore which promise a material 
increase in tho output when market conditions war- 
rant such expansion. 

Canada achieved a prominent place as u silver 
producer following the diacovaries in the Cobalt 
district in 1903 during the construction ot tho 
Temiskaming and Northern Ontario railway. Pro- 
duction reached its maximum in 1010 when 32,- 
869,204 ounces wore produced. The post-war depres- 
sion and radical decline in the value of silver re- 
sulted in a rapid falling off In production, but in 
recent years production haa been expanding, 
amounting to 26,170,000 ounces in 1030 — tho largest 
since 191S. The industry hold up remarkably well 
under the unprecodcntod low prices In 1930, which 
averaged only SS.-I cents per outiee for the year. 

Other non*raeta]llQ minerals produced in Canada 
in 1030 had a total value of .oyer 115,000,000.- Ce- 
ment, time, day products and other structure) ma- 
terials wero valued at nearly $50.000,000. This wai 
a substantial decline from 1929, the dccr<ça»«d de- 
mand reflecting the stagnant state ot industry gent 
crally and tho lessened activity In construction. 

Prospeotln^, exjtloration and developtiient work 
in the mining districts have fallen considerably be- 
hind the record established in 1939. Tho present 
world-wldo industrial depression with its sllfUnt 
effects on metal consumptlôn is plaôing a, great 
handl<*ap en base-motal producers. Curtailment of 
production is. fairly general, particularly In the older 
copper camps. Development of' now oro bodies eon- 
tlnuos, modern metalturgioal plants aro being erect- 
ed and ttenôràl pl-epiifallonfl tnaào to tàko full ad* 
vantage ot tho opportunities which will qulcklj 
follow the rctuni of normal economic conditions . 
Canadian Banking Statistics 
In the interpretation of Canadian banking atalis- 
tlcs, the relation of Savings . Deposits to Current 
Lonn,? Is signirïcant, and an iipwarfl trend In the 



volume ot Savings Deposits is an es- 
sential to a satisfactory money situa- 
tion, I'rom July, 1930, to tho end of 
November, tho latest date for which 
Information is available, iho total of 
notlcn or savings dopoaits in Canada 
xhowed a steady increase. From .a 
peak of *l,ô20,000,000 In Januar}', 1929, 
thero had been a decline until the 
total for July amounted to Jl. '402,000,- 
OOO. In August . a small IncrcoBe 
amounting to two million dollnra gave 
a tentative Indication tlint ih!» dé- 
clina had been chocked. 7he risuro:< 
for cnoh subsequent month pavo ron- 
flrmatlon to this theor.v. and tho .total

»I,l7a 000,000 in October. 1929. During 
tho following thirteen months, -these 
loans declined np,n*oxlmatcly $230.- 
000,000, reflecting the general slow- 
Inç down of business during 1930. .is 
well .1.^ the attempt on the part ft 
biis!ncss mon to place tho!r affairs in 
a more liquid position.

Scholar Returns 



Salt I-akkc City, Jan. 15.— (Special 
from llio Utah Chronicle) — Paul 
Kimball, Uhodcs scholar îrom Utah 
In 1927, who has been studylnF at 
Oxford University and tr.tvcltng oi 
tho continent during tho past three 
yeMf, returned to Salt ijtUa recently. 
Graduating from tho University of 
Utah In 1927 with a B. A. degree in 
business, Mr. Kimball continued his 
study in England, and last year se- 
cured his B, LItt. degree from Oxford. 

Opinions of English university 
customs were given by Hi; Kimball 
in an interview yesterday. He slated 
that drinking is not a problem In Ox- 
ford aa In American universities, in- 
asmuch as every student docs his 
dtnklng in his own rooms anâ seldom 
appears intoxicated in public, al- 
though "everybody drinks." The girls, 
ho declared, do not dress very nicely, 
and do not havo very much infiucno 
over tho men. as Is proved by tbclr 
sloppy way o£ dressing. They do, 
however, dress in the evening in for- 
mal clothes, tor even informal occa 
slons. 

Although -the education offered by 
Oxford is for tha most part cultural, 
thero Is no fraternity lite. 

No Profsaslonat Coaches 

The sports hold much interest for 
the Oxford student, as a general rule, 
and football, rowing, "beayle," hr 
hunting are among tha favorites. 
There are no eligibility rules or train- 
ing rules for those sports and there 
are no professional couches, although 
Mr. Kimball proved the worth of 
training rules when he coached 
college rowing squad to a champion- 
ship. 

Mr. ICimball went on to say that 
Oxford Is divided Into twenty-throe 
men's colleges, end that the olty of 
Oxford is under tho Jurisdiction of 
tho university. The 0,000 students of 
tha university compose about on^ 
fifth of tho city's population. OI 
these, only about SOO sludonts arc 
Americans, 'Mr. ' KlttibaU - estimates, 
because of the difficult entrance cx- 
amlnations in "Bespohslons," or 
clent Lîuguage»; "Dilvars," or Di- 
vinity; and "Pass Modtraticiu." or 
General Knowledge. The Englishman, 
however, enters the unlvoralty at 
about the same age as the average 
American, and usually finds Uttlo 
difficulty in passing ontranca re- 
quirements, having been trained In 
thoao subjects from the age of five 
or six years in the public acheota. 

For the examinations, which lojt 
for six days, with two examinations 
each day, the men students must 
wear a white collar with a white tie, 
dark suit and gown, and black hIiocr. 
Women aludontB wear a square top, 
soft, black hat, dark blue or black 
suit, white blouso and black tie, 
black cotton stockings and black 
shoes. This costume is an example 
ef one ot ihe many traditions to be 
tound at Oxford.

Public «chools for 
males, iind later for femiiles. ha.-e 
been Innug^rated, , where supervision 
c: .instruction takes place. , The chief 
Is hold morally rcaponstblo for imy 
criiiiinalfi or oullavv.") that are fpuiul in 
the clan. Tliere exists a ehin court 
as well as an orridal one for punish- 
ments of crimc.i. Owing to tho absence 
ot man.v expenses, the ^|ari courts are 
the 'most poptilar. 

Tho Chinese clan govcnincnt Is the 
mojt ancient form of llomo Rule. The 
îovernmcnt of the clan is in the hands 
of\(tfl elilerti. .so that the real govern- 
ment (Iocs not change. Dynasties may 
come and go, rise or fall, but' the clan 
ovcrnment continues. This Is the 
reason why In spite of so many revolti- 
tiniiR. the Chinese civilisation^ Is still 
going on. 

No Rtal Religion 

Acconllns to Dr. Kiang. the Chi- 
nese people are the most Irreligious 
In the world, for they have no true 
rclislon. Tho place of God-worship Is 
taken by ancestral worship. Tet an- 
cestors are not deified, but the re- 
spect and love that they held for them 
when they were alive in continued 
oven after their death. Prayers are 
never directed towards the dead an- 
cestors, for the Chinese know perfect- 
ly well that they will never be gi'anl- 
ed. Worship takes the form of 'festi- 
vals where s-i'crificlal rites are held. 
All this <akes place -three times a 
year. New Tears Day, and once duf- 
Insr ispi'ing and autumn. 

Otlicr functions of the clan are lo 
record clan liistoiy, and to make names 
for the coming ' gcncralion. In this 
way are. preserved the most import- 
ant events ot the country, so that In 
tho case of loss ot official documents, 
history does not suffer. Tho naming 
.■system of the Chinese Is very intcr- 
osling, for in tlie whole history ot the 
people no two names arc found to be 
exactly, alike. First comes tiie sur- 
name, t^ien the generation .name, and 
then the personal name. Each clan 
chooses a name for the 'coming gener- 
ation, and originality takes prcferancc 
over uniformity. ' 



Old English Inns 
Show Traditions 
Of Bygone Days 

Coming to Elizabethan times- the 
"Bell" at Tewskbury with Its bowllns 
green is representative ot the verlod. 
Specimen.') ot the lato fifteenth and 
teenlh century Inns, may be found all 
over tho countrj'. ''The George Inn", 
historically significant as the rendez- 
vous of Cromwell and his Roundheads, 
is an excellent example, said tha 
speaker. 

An illustration ot the sailors hosiel- 
ery Is the '!01d Lugger Inn" in Corn- 
wall. This charm ot these tmaller inna 
lies in their variety. In Ocvonthl.o 
thej' are famous for their thatohed 
roofs and stucco work. 

Though most ot the older London 
iiine were desti<oycd in tlic fore, thei^e 
are records of those built at a latter 
date, "La'Belle Saubage", one ot tho 
most famotis. Is associated with Dio* 
kens' Pickwick Papers. 

The history of Inn signs is very in- 
teresting, according lo lliu speaker. 
Their derivations are very curious. 
One finds variety in design as well 
as In nomenclature» "A Trip to Jerd- 
aalem" and "Saracen's Head" evident'- 
ly refer to tho Cru.saders' ilmc. Some 
ot them ara veritable workB ot art 
with figures full ot allegorical mean- 
litg.

"The j-onllitiil minds oC coIIcro 
aludentn today are atrophic. Tho 
great fault oC education, paillciilnr- 
ly college ctliicutlon, is that it com- 
tnlta tho Iiclnous crimo ot tclllner 
youth what to tliink Instead ot liow 
to thinlc.' Tills la robbinir then> of 
their dearest pcsscsslon, Iheir nitnds 
Thus derlareil .Iinlgo LIndsoy, sllglit. 
norvoii!;, lnlp.•l^.•■io^nte, ns ho lounged 
. in his room îit Iho Hotel Schcniey. 

Almost Iilddcn in tho bluo vciotir of 
his c'lair this fonncr Denver judge 
rclalcd his experiences, his cases In 
the Juvenile court, tho publishing of 
his book, his quarrel with nishop 
Sfanning, his theory of rompanlonato 
marrlago ;iiid his opinions of educa- 
tion Bnd rollego students. 

"Tliero nro lionorablo exceptions to 
wha/t I Just .said. But 111 al ways 
maintain that education is too dog- 
matic; It's 111(0 a rut of thought and 
tho Rludcnt Isn't allowed to got out 
of tho rut for his own iiitellecliinl 
freedom," lie rxjilalnrd. 

"What do collcpo sludents think of 
your conipanloi-ato marrlnso idea?" 
wo n»ked, changing tho .-iubjcct and 
engineering tho llitlo man Into his 
Iie.st-loved topic of discussion. 

"Well, In Dartmouth," ho answered 
"I sent out four hundred qucstion- 



nalrcis and only two of the four hun- 
dred were against tho thcroy. I find 
that college students nro moro llbeiMl 
than tho average citizen. They luxvo 
read enough to bo skeptical they have 
undorstod enough to bo tolerant". 

"But you say that ministers as- 
sail your theory. How do you ncoount 
for your last statement -Hlnco theso 
ministers are collcgo graduâtes'.''' wo 
asked, and the Jiidgo rubbed his nye.i 
iigain looking for nn answer. 

"Well, tho preachers nro sincere 
and honest They n:ro' ot °th6 opinion 
that they aro doing a great work. No 
doubt Hiey are. But they have been 
placed In an Intellectual rut by dog- 
matic religious education, Itellglon 
should 1)0 formed on the matrix of 
life, religion should not ot necessity 
bo the matrix." 

"I believe In ethics, culture, truth, 
lioncsty, but, above all thought, un- 
shackled thought, free thought and 
thotigh that breaks awny from tlio 
préjudice and -supcr.slitlon ot the pre 
hijitoric ages. Why wliould wo think 
like T'ilhrcanlhropn.o, when wo live In 
Iho twentieth century? Our progress 
mentally should keep up with our 
progress materially. Only éducation 
can do that, but education that 
doesn't make minds atrophic. Kduc.a- 
tlon tha.t gives you tools to think with 
and then you do tho thinking."

B;ing properly ^eale.i. lio\vc\e.' ir 
no .iHauratice that cultural boners 
won't bo pulled; there are many Iron 
clad rules pertaining to tho refine- 
ment of seated students., But one 
learns only after lie has hccomo a 
tenlor, for tho course In seated stu- 
'Jents is usually deferred until the 
!a."rt year.

Students Need 

Study Program 

• 

Professor Curtis Merriman 
Favor Program, Purpose 
For All College Students 

To get the best out o£ college and 
to achieve the best aims one must 
liavo a program, a purpose, according 
to I'rot. Curtis Jlcrrlman ot the de- 
partment of education of the univer- 
sity. 

".\ll .ftudoiits liavo some purpose In 
coming to college. Whether the aim 
In coming to college is a good or a 
poor one each student has It. It may 
be vaguo and not understood, but it is 
there somewhere In the back of their 
mln<lK. The student may como to 
pledge II fraternity or sorority, to 
participate In athletics, to take news- 
paper work, or to spend Ills father's 
money, but each ot these is a pur- 
pose." 

Set Ideas Are Unusual 

That not many students come with 
sueh a determined idea as mastering 
the problems of protective tariff even 
if it is ncces.sary to take graduate 
work was asserted by I'rof. Jlcrriman. 
This would be unusual for the major- 
ity of students. 

"As for instructors and the faculty 
— they have a fair iiioa of wliat tho 
.student should be. taught and have an 
aim in what they aro teaching. I'or 
example, X'rof. Alexander Melklejolin 
has an nim in working: with the stu- 
dents in tho oxiierlmental collcgo. 
Also, tho inalructor builds up an 
ideal titudent who should fit the 
course. lio iiolloe.s some une in Ills 
cliu!scti and thinks this person is ono 
ot tho kind to Kcl the best from tiie 
course. So the faculty. havo a good 
Idea ot wii.Tt should be taught tg ful- 
fill Ihc purposes of tho course." 
Course Objective» Chang* 
Courses may follow llic Kam^ lines 
for a time, but Iho faculty finds the 
objectives ot couraOH ciianging some 
from year to year. Tho outside social 
point of view influencée these objec- 
tives and gradually the courses 
change. There ia no rapid change. 

That more practical work might 
help Is a mooted question according to 
Prof. Merriman. Some think all 
practical work might bo best, others 
say none la necessary; probably somc- 
wltero between these two extremes tho 
answer is best found. 

Students Need Chang* 

"Students need to bo guided in Uiolr 
cliolco of a profession or purpose and 
ono mlglil say that tho purpose ot all 
the work ot Mr. Holt (iiead of tho 
Bureau of Guidance and Itccords) is 
to vutda the ntudçnla )n iholr choice."

Tho modern child wKh his Inhibi- 
tions and abnormalities, has proved 
loo much for Kuropoan sociologists to 
copo with adequately alone. And 
Germany, a nation which for yeora 
considered itself superior to others In 
knowledge ot how to rear tho.youit»;- 
or generation, boa.iting to.i ot ll.s 
tliorough cduculloiial and <ll!;cl|i|liiary 
methods, has turned to tha 'Jnllcd 
States for Instruction. American 
Juvcnilo courts and social servlco 
agencies aro considered by tho world 
as the farthest' advanced in dealing 
with delinquents. 

"J'lils is the KuhRlanoo of a .state- 
ment by A.s.slr.tiiiit I'rofossor JCarl D, 
Myer.s new visltliif; member of the 
Tulano University School ot Social 
Work, who arrived lost week to sue 
coed Dr. Elfeworth Farls, bond ot tho 
sociology department at tho Uni- 
vorsily of Clilcago. i'rofCHsor Myers 
returned last month from ISuropo 
whero lie spent two years as a; Rocke- 
feller fellow in sociology. He spent six 
months nt tho London School of 
IScononiics and a year and a halt in 
Germany, studying and giithcring 
material for his forthcoming book on 
child welfaro ir that country. 

"Germany sent .>!ocIologlst3 to ths 
United Stales to study the American 
Juvenile court systcml'plJo explained, 
"and thcso delegates rcliirncfl to esta- 
blish a similar system, . modified, of 
course, to suit their parllciilnr needs. 
Rapid Progress Made 
"IjuI Iho Gornians havo progressed 
rapidly. .Since the passago of a na- 
tional juvcnilo court law in 1923, 
they havo effected changes which 
make their methods stronger In 
several ways than our own. For 
example, they would not think of 
choosing ns a Juvcnilo court Judge a 
man without a thorough university 
training and siiccial knowledge in 
soci.il scrrlco," he said. 

"Germany has advanced well Iie- 
yond tho United States in social leg- 
islation; for, aside from tho national 
Juvenile law, tho country provides 
for poor relief, legislation to aid wo 
men in Industry, law.<i to reduce 
toelal diseases, and unemployment 
and health Insurance," rVotcssor 
Jlycrs added. 

Xeverthclcss, Jesplto this thorougli 
organizations, the Germans, lie find 
face a situation far more complicated 
than that of America. 

"In the United States wo consider 
good probation ono ot the most skill- 
ed expressions of social case work. In 
Germany they havo not yet achieved 
case work as a method ot dealing 
of community

with persons in 
care or aid." 

Germans Merely Watch 

In Germany probation is called 
"care oversight". Its process is likely 
to be what In i many United St.atQs 
courts is simple watching to see if a 
younger will repeat his delinquencies, 
Our American system attempts to go 
further by painstakingly ««.slsting 
him in forming good habits and use- 
ful associations", Professor Jfyers 
pointed out. 

Ono of the outstanding differences 
between the United Stotca and Ger- 
many in child welfare is in handling 
minors, according to tho Tulano so 
ciologlst. All delinquent youngster." 
under It aro considered by Gorman 
law as legally and officially neglected, 
or of faulty education. And In no in- 
stance may a child under H be de- 
clared guilty of any offense. 

".Mthough it has never happened, a 
child over the ago of 7 in some 
United States eommwiilllcs inlKhl lie 
lianKod or sent to llm electric cliair; 
but in Germany llils could not bo pos- 
slblo before a child iH H," I'^rofesBdr 
.Myers said. "Correction schools «rc 
provided for them instead." 

Juvenile Work Divided 

in Germany two mediums, the 
Juvenile court and the KUardlan.slilp 
court takes tho pl.aco ot the 
Juvenile court In tho United Slates. 
But the latter deals with delinquents, 
despondent cases of neglect, abuse, 
guardianship and truancy, while the 
Gorman Juvcnilo court concerns it- 
self with delinquents. There the 
Judges ask llioniselves tho qiioitlon, 
"Will tho child profit by cducntloiial 
trcatmonl'/' If they decldo affirm- 
atively, tho case Is transferred to the 
guardianship division and Iho young- 
sters may bo sent to a correction 
schol. If tho child Is put under pro- 
bation or "rare overnight", lio is 
watched by either Iho piibllu child 
welfaro bureau or nome private 
agency.
